The new home will be situated nt 


Great Boar's Head, the house to be 
remodeled out of a barn 32x52, which 
was purchased with tbe land. Plans 
and specifications have been accepted 
and a contract, signed. Tho work will 
begin April 1, and the building will 
be ready for summer occupancy. 


In order that there .shall be, no debt, 


the contract calls only for the com- 
pletion of the first and second floors, 
the finishing off of the basement con- 
veniences and tbe third door, which 
requires $800 additional, being left un- 
til such time as the money Is forth- 
coming, though It is hoped that some- 
one appreciating the benefits of this 
good work will make it Immediately 
possible. 


The building will be made very at- 


tractive by an eight foot piazza, with 
octagon corners and colonial pillars, 
an arrangement which will also add 
much to the comfort oE those priv- 
ileged to sojourn there: 
"One-halt of the first floor will be 


devoted to a living room 20x32, which 
will open on to the pia:;/.a. and will 
have ten windows, making it a very 
llglu and cheerful room.

Washington, March 31.—Probably 


the best statement of his grievances 
which Crazy Snake, the Creek In- 
dian, who Is now making trouble for 
the authorities In Oklahoma, has ever 
made was given to a senate commit- 
tee which visited Oklahoma, then In- 
dian territory, in the fall of 190(5. 


In his statement Crazy Snake in- 


sisted on going back to the time of the 
landing of Columbus, who, he said, 
had promised that "as long,as the sun 
rises, as long as the waters run, as 
long as the grass grows," his 'agree- 
ment to care for and protect the In- 
diana should last. When the Indians 
were removed from Alabama to Indian 
territory, he said, these promises had 
been repeated. 


"That," he said, "was the agree- 


ment and the treaty, and I and my 
people came out here and settled ou 
this land. We carried out these agree- 
ments in all points and violated none. 


"I went through death for this cause 


(referring to his services as a-Union 
soldier during the war). I served the 
father faithfully, and as a reward I 
regained my country and I and my 
children will remain in it and live 
here ae we did in the old time. I be- 
lieve It. I know it is right.

Toklo, March 31.—Answering a re- 


quest for an expression of the views of 
the goveVnment 
concerning China's 


proposal that the Manchurian ques- 
tions be referred to The Hague, In 
connection with -which special dis- 
patches say that China has officially 
requested the United States to use its 
influence to persuade Japan to accept, 
the foreign office gave out the follow- 
ing carefully worded statement: 


"Several questions between Japan 


and China of more or less importance, 
with reference to Manchuria, still re- 
main unadjusted. 
Some are compli- 


cated, but all readily could be made 
to yield to the diplomatic process of 
give and. tak0. 
Japan, fully appre- 


ciating the advantages of removing all 
causes of misunderstanding from her 
relations with her 
neighbor, 
made 


proposals to China looking to the final 
settlement of outstanding differences. 


"These proposals were framed in a 


spirit of consideration and concilia- 
tion. China at first apparently accept- 
ed Japan's friendly overtures in the 
spirit in which they were -tendered, 
and even went so far as to express ap- 
proval of some of the projected solu- 
tions. But malign Influences ultimate- 
ly were permitted to 
prevail, 
and 


without discussing the questions or 
making any counter proposals China 
categorically rejected Japan's offers 
and suggested recourse to the perma- 
nent court 
of arbitration 
at 
The 


Hague. 


"In 
adopting 
this extraordinary 


course China Is guilty not only of 
slight courtesy to Japan, but she has 
disregarded one of the. expressed pro- 
visions of The Hague convention anr) 
has completely reversed the usual 
course of procedure. Article 41 of Tlir 
Hague convention declares that the 
court Is maintained for the 'object of 
facilitating recourse to arbitration of 
International differences impossible to 
settle by diplomacy;' thug unsuccess- 
ful diplomatic effort is made an essen- 
tial prerequisite to arbitration. 


"In the present case the resources of 


diplomacy have not only not been ex- 
hausted, but they have not yet even 
been appealed to. 
The questions in 


dispute have not been made the sub- 
ject of full 
detailed 
discussion and 


negotiation between the two govern- 
ments, and no attempt has been made 
to compose the differences or ascertain 
how far they are Irreconciliable. 


"Even If the differences in thig case 


could at any time appropriately be re- 
ferred to The Hague, that time has n&i. 
arrived. 
The questions are not rips 


for such references; diplomatic effort 
'would first have to be exhausted and 
the exact points at Issue ascertained 
and specified. 
To invoke at this Lime 


an arbitral solution would be to re- 
quest the permanent court" at The 
Hague to undertake duties which nec- 
essarily appertain exclusively to the 
foreign offices of Tokio and Pekin. 


"But these differences are not of a 


nature to admit of arbitral determina- 
tion, which is limited necessarily to 
the questions actually at issue. 
The 


controversy covers a wide range of in- 
terests and calls for a correspondingly 
wide range of accommodation. 
The 


powers immediately concerned, hav- 
ing plenty of authority to pool all Is- 
sues, if necessary, are alone compe- 
tent to settle the questions in a satis- 
factory manner, and no solution not. 
satisfactory to all concerned will stand 
the test of time and the stress of com- 
peting interests. 


"It. is therefore extremely unfortu- 


nate," the foreign office statement sets 
forth in conclusion, "that China, fail- 
ing to take advantage of Japan's com- 
plaisant mood, has allowed herself to 
be persuaded to make the wholly Im- 
practicable suggestion of arbitration."
